"Bids for comstruction for Unit No. 1 of Holly Street Power Station and the Low
Water Dam were openéd at 2:00 P.M., March 9, 1959. Included were the following
contracts:

Contract No. 65 - Power Piping
Contract No. 66 - Power Wiring
Contract No. 80 - Low Water Dam

"Attached is a bid tabulation showing unit prices for the individual contracts;
for a combined contract to include Contract Nos. 64, 65 and 66, and for a com-
bined contract to include Contract Nos. 6k, 65, 66 end 80 as provided in
Addendum No, 1 to the Specifications.

"Quotstions were also received for deductions to Contract No. 65 or to the
combined contract of Contrsct Nos. 6k, 65, and 66 for boiler erection. These
were procured only to permit a comparison with the guotation for boiler erection
by the boller vendor, Combustion Engineering, Inc., submitted as an attachment
to their boiler proposal. All of the three low bidders gave deductions which
were lower thsan the price quoted by Combustion. :

"The lowest bid was submitted by H. B. Zachry Company for a combined contract,
consi.sting of Contract Nos. 64, 65, 66 and 80. Individusl unit prices as
required by Addendum No. 1 to the specifications were also submitted. However,
it was stipulated by Zachry in his proposal that thewe unit prices were included
only for information, and that the contract would be accepted on an all or
nothing basis.

"It is recommended that the lowest bid be accepted and that Contract Nos. 6b,
65, 66 and 80 be awarded to the low bidder, H. B. Zachry Company, for the lump
sum bid of $k,416,415.00.

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The City Manager also reed a letter from H. B. Zachry Company, which
letter sccompanied the bid, and which was referred to on each proposal sheet.
A detailed discussion was held on the bids. Inquiry and protest of the “all
or none” low bid were made by MR. WARREN, representing the Natkin Company, low
on the separate bid on power piping; MR. W. K. JENNINGS, low bidder on separate
bid on power wiring; and MR. BILL SHELTON, representative of Farnsworth &
Chambers, second low bidder on combined bids on the power plant and third on
the dam, stabing the combination power plant and dam proposal was a qualified
proposal; ard as such had rendered an unfalr adventage to a low bidder, and
also stating that the letter attached to the H. B. Zachry Company bid was not
read at the opening of the bids. MR. BUCK AVERY, made inquiry if any written
proteat had been filed and it was stated one letter from J. M.ODOM GENERAL
CONTRACTORS, dated March 10, 1959, had been received by the City Manager. A
review of the bids sent out, and of the bid of Combustion Engineers, and other:
matterdewas made.

MR. J. H. BLACKALIFR, Vice President, H. B. Zachry Company, made expla-
nations of the various pointe brought up sbout their bid. MR. SCHUTZE stated
‘he was present at the bid opening asnd understood Mr. Zachry to say verbally
that the bid was "Hll or nome},saddibhat he had asked Mr. Kinney to look at the
proposition to see if there was a quotation on thaet basis. The letter was with
the bid at that time. He made inquiry as to whether or not the bid had been
higher than the combinetion of other bidders, would Mr. Zachry heve had the
vighthef teking any part of the contract thet he so desired. The City Attorney
stated he would not have been given the opportunity. MR, BLACKALIFR stated
both union and non-union skilled labor werewabking with the Company, snd that
it was the Company's intent to give as much business to the suppliers and
subcontractors of Austin and employ as meny people from this area as they
could; that the Company paid the prevailing wage scale or better.

MR. HIGGINS, Consulting Engineer, Brown snd Root, explained his
recommendation. Mayor Miller stated the Council was very much pleased to have
these wonderful bids and appreciated the companies' bidding.

Councilman Palmer offered the following resolution and moved its adoption

of the City of Austin, and by the City Manager; Now, Therefore,
